will at leaft be fo Candid as to withdraw 
his Scheme for the prefent, take Time, to 
confider a-frefh, and not: hurry a Bill, 
thus Defective in Form, and but half un 
derftood, in the Conélufion of a’ Seffion, 
when many Gentlemen, quite worn out 
with a clofe and tedious Attendance, have 
been forced to retreat.

For the Law 
in its ordinary and natural Courfe will 
oceed to an Enforcement of its own 
crec ; Is this that Paffive Obedience and 
Non-Refiftence, that Mild and Charitable "

in any true Definition of it? No! it is 
perverfe Homonr, a falfe and delufive 
Light, an}gnis Fatvus, which arifes from 
a Degeneracy and Corruption of the Mind. 
If this is Confcience, then all thofe Riots 
and Tumults, which at any Time oppofe G 
the Execution of the Law, and the Au. 
thority ef the Government, may with 
equal Jaftice lay in a Claim to fach a Con- 
feiencé. Tythes are a Diftin& Property 
from the Inheritance of the Land, and 
by the Laws of our Conftitution are ap- 
plied to certain Purpofes. They are due 
of Civil Right, and no matter to whom 
they belong, tho’ I fhould think that the 
Maintainance of our Clerzy deferves forme 
fayourable Share in our Confiderations.— 
vo humane Wifdom can at once foralce 
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the fufficient Extent of Remedies, 
but they rauft from Time to Time be proe 
portion’d to the degrees of Obftinacy with 
which they are tocontend. At the Time 
of the Revolution, when our Conftitution 
was refettled, and our feveral Rights and 
Priviledzes confirmed, the former Reme-e 
dies were foundInfufficient, and, therefore, 
by the 7th and 8th of K. William, a New 
one was Created, but the others were 
fuffered to Subfift. TheC have now 
their —— which Method to ue, 
and I believe they always follow this, un 
lefs they fufpect an unjuft Partiality. For 
they want only their Right, and are un- 
don s willing to come at it the cheapeft 
and moit e 1 way; fo that by this 
Bill which obliges them to repair to the 
Juftices in the firft Inftance, you enjoyn 
nothing but what is already done; But at 
the fame Time give a new Intereft to the 
Quaker in being conturacious : For IT ap- 
prehend by the Bill, as it now ftands, if 
the Quakers fhould not zsgpeat, but foffer 
Judgment to pafs by Default, (or fhould 
a , amd not litigale or gainfay,} thar 
there is a Power given to the Jin to 
fettle the Quantum of the Tythes, and the. 
Cl are hereby deprived of any far- 
ther Redrefs. It is the Liberty of avoid- 
ing the Juftices which is fome fort of Con- 
troul upon their Judicature, and it is the 
Force of the feveral fubfifting Remedies 
which obliges many of the Quakers in 
fome Shape or other at prefent to fubmit. 
For it is not the Punétilio of one Gun on- 
ly (as the Learned Council faid) which 
the Garrifon wants ; when Men arc obliged 
to Surrender there is no Difhonour in do- 
ing it: But they have got unjuft Poflefii- 
on, and would have you withdraw your 
Forces, that they may {trengthen the 
Fortification, and make it capable of a 
ftouter Rettitanee. Sir, I think the 
Comparifon has been inverted ; that Party 
is in Pofieffion who have a jult Title, and 
| only defire to keep aha they have, 
without extending their Territories, and 
it would be extremely unjuft to pull down 
their Fences upon an Idle report, that the 
Enemy would take no Advantage of it.— 
As to the Ecclefiaftical Courts, the Quae 
kers have been defyed to produce the Ins 
ftances of their being much troubled here;

; ‘HE, People of Enaland have a Pri- 
vilege equal, if not fuperior, to she 


ans of the Rights and Privileges of the 
People, have invefted their Sovereign 
with, for the Safety and Proteétion of 
his Royal Perfon, and the Defence of his 
Country in particular Exigenceis of State, 
it is that of making Peace or War, the 
calling and adjourning of Parliament, the 
appointing his principal Oificers, and the. 
Judges of his Courts, the creating oi 
Peers and Bifhops, and the nominating 


other fubordinate Officers andMagiftrates,, 


to a& for the Peace and Prefervation of 
his People; and all this he derives from 


the 
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the Laws of his Country, to which he 
conforms, and fubmits to be governed, 
as much as the Meaneft Subje& which 
he rules over and defends :. Whence it is 
humbly prefumed, Mr D’anvews, that che 
Prerogative of the King of Great- Britain 
is not too great, nor in any ways danger- 
ous to the People.

and builds moft of his ening upon it. 


A ean that the di/penjing Power, and 


vaifing Money without Law, were two 
of the oft mifchievoms Prexogatives, and 
that they were finally abolifh’d, or de- 
clared to be illegal, at the Revolution; 
bur I cannot apprehend that Thefe were 
the only mifchievous ones, 


B However, I was very far from defign- 
ofe 


ing to. condemn, or complain of all ¢ 
Prerogatives, which L mention’d in that 
Paper, as Mr Osborne reprefents me 5 but 
only tv fhew the Falfity of his Affertion, 
that the King hath now no Prerogative at 
all. In Support of this monftrous Afferti- 
. on, He undertook to prove that all the 
Powers, which { recounted, are either 
perfectly confiftent with and prefervative 
of our Liberties, or elfe are zo Preroga- 
tives at all. 
I agreed with Mr Rapin, in my.laft

Me Osborne allows that I ttated the

Ritution. 

Neither did I prefume to difpute the 
King’s Nomination to Lijfbopricks, and 
other Exclefiaftical Denefives, tho’ it 18 
certainly a very great Power, and hath 
been Cfren turn’d toghe Scandal cf the 
Church, as weil a3 the Detriment of the 
state. 

My Bufine’%s was to prove, in Oppofi- 
tion co Mr Osborne, that the Crown was

ficient. to counterbajlance the ether Parts,

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onal Powers created by our Debts and 
Taxes, fince the Revolution.

ons, where the Legiflature can’t interpofe. 

Betides, what is this Diftin&ion be- 


tween Prerigative and legal Rights to G 


the prefent Purpofe? Our Difpute is a- 
bout the Power of the Crown, call it by 
what Name you pleafe; and Whether 
the King could not tupport Him({elf a- 
gainit the other Branches of thle Legi/la- 
ture, without the geat Increafe of Places 


very Bill, that hath pafs'd hoth Houfes of 
Parliament, before it obtains the Force 
of a Law? 

He is likewife invefted with the 
whole executive Power, which branches 
itfelf out into fo many Particulars, of 
various Kinds, that it is impoflible to e- 
numerate, or explain them, in their full 
Extent. 

I am ready to agree with Mr Osborne, 
“ that a Government is then perfed; 
when the executive Power is in entire 
Subordination to the Jegiflative, and e- 
very AG of State is an AG of Law,” 
That is, provided the Fountain of Law 
be kept pure and uncorrupted; for as 
loth as He may te to allow it, there 
cannot poffibly be a qworfe Government 
than one fupported by a corrupt Legifla- 
ture, and I am fure that fuch an Appre- 
henfion cannot appear ridiculous to any 
Body, who is the leaft acquainted with 
our Hiftory, even fince the Revolution. 

It is therefore incumbent upon us, asa 
free and a wife People, to watch the 
Growth of this Power, by whatever 
Name it may be call’d; and if it thould 
become dangerous, We need make no 
Doubt of his Majefty’s Concurrence to 
reduce it within proper Bounds 

Before I conclude, it may be proper 
to take fome Notice of a Pallage in the 
Differtation upon Parties, where it is {aid, 
*¢ that fince the Revolution, our Conttitu- 
tion is*no more a Myftery ; the Power of 
the Crown is now exaétly limited ; the 
Chimara of Prerogative removed, and 
the Rights of toe People are no longer 
problematical.—A K/émg of Great-Britain 
is, ftri€tly and properly, what Kings 
fhould always be. There are no longer 
any hidden Referves of Authority to be 
let out, on Occafion, to overflow the 
Rights and Privileges of the People,”

upon our Conftitution, and if it were 
really fo, there is no Reafon why I

Onforming to the Cuftoms of others 
is in it(elf confider’d rather a To- 
ken of Humility than of Pride ; to dif- 
tinguith and feparate ourfelves without 
Neceffity from thofe with whom we 
live and converfe, is Affeétation, and all 
Affe@ation, either in Speaking, Walk- 
ing, or Converfing, carries with it an Air 
of Arrogance and Self-Conceit. Befides 
this, our own Intereft, which prompts 
us to make ufe of all lawful Advanta- 
ges, excites us to follow the Fafhion in 
Point of Drefs. Indeed, when the Mode 
forbids the Men to coyer their Bofoms, 
and expofes them to the Danger of Colds, 
the Inconvenience muft out-weigh the 
Convenience : For in this Cafe, the Care 
of our Health is much more reafonable 
than conforming to the Mode. And 
when the Mode deprives Women of 
Part of their Covering before, and cx- 
pofes half their Breatts to publick View, 
it becomes a modeft Lady, tho’ the con- 
forms as near as fhe can in the Fafhion 
of her Stayes, to corteét the Immodeity 
of the Mode with a Neckcloth or Hand- 
kerchief, and hide certain bewitching 
Allurements from a curious Kye; not- 
withftanding that fhe may have Reafon 
to fulpe&@ her Modefty will be mif- 
interpreted to the Difadvantage of her 
Neck. 

The following of the Mode is limited 
by fome other Rules, which prefcribe a 
certain prudent Gravity. People of 
Senfe, are never the firit nor the Jaft in 


conforming to ‘new Fafhions. Neither F 


do they ever go to the Extremity, 
but ufe them with Difcretion, and en- 
deavour to moderate and fuit them 
to the Shape of their Bodies. ‘This is 
eafy to be done by the Female Sex, 
without tranf{grefling the Laws of the 
Mode. 
make it their chief Bufinefs to render 
themfelves agreeable, they will call in 
to their Affittance all that human Wit 
and Contrivance can contribute. They 
commit only the lefs nice or critical Part 
of Dreffing to the Care of their Women, 
be they never fo handy 5 The fineft and 
moft lively Airs are given them by their 
owa tender and flexible Fingers 5 which 
are, as it were, inftructed by Self-Love. 
In many Refpeéts the Habit of the Male 
Sex allows lefs Liberty, A Hat for in- 
ftance, is alwaysa Hac; there is not 
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the leaft Difference cither of Colour or 
Make. The Mode is no otherwife con- 
cerned than with regard to the Breadth 
and Narrownefs of this Covering 
of the Head ; which fometimes grows 
fo broad and heavy, as to be a Burthem 
inftead of an Ornamenr. On the other 
hand, a diminutive Hat of about 3 Fin- 
gers Breadth in the Brim, which doth 
not ili become a tender Scripling, can- 
not fail of making a ridiculous Figure 
when fet upon an over-grown Bull-head, 
with aclumfey Trunk about 6 Foot high. 

What appears to me moft remarkable 
in the Modern Fafhions is, that they 
{cem to be the Effect of a Con{piracy of 
whatever is Ugly in Nature againft all 
that is Beautiful. Beauty is, as it were, 
banter d and rook’d by Ueformity, the 
Lots always falls upon handfome Limbs 
and Features, and all the Winnings are 
play’d into the Hands of their natural E- 
nemies. In France, the Center and 
School of the Arts of Living, the Wo- 
men are almoft equally beautiful, and 
tis difficult to make a Diftinétion, tho” 
D at never folittic Diftance. Thole who 
are indebted to Nature fot a fair Skin 
tind themfelves obliged to lay on Red. 
Thofe to whom Nature hath not been 
fo liberal, make no Difficulty of daub- 
ing their Skin all over; anu if White 
is not fufticient, they add Blue, and ftreak 
their Veins with it. So chat nothing is 
left for real Beauty to diftinguith icfelf 
to Advantage from what is fophitticate. 
The Art of Daubing isnot yet fathion- 
able among us: but if our fine Ladies be 
not weil upon their Guard, £ fear they 
will foon be bubbied out of their natural 
Advantages. For with Regatd to fome 
other Parts of real Beauty, Tricks have 
been put upon them long fince. What dif- 
ference is there between the cleanett 
Limb'd Body and the moft clumfey 
Shape, when cover’d with a Sack ? 
A tine Lady is never more agree- 
able than in her Undrefs, and nothing 
adds greater Charms to her Beauty 
than long Trefles of well nourith’d Haic’ 
loofely flowing about her Shoulders and 
Breaits. But thofe who have nor an equal 
Share in this Advantage, have found out 
the envious Artifice to deprive their Ri- 
vals of this natural Charm, by obliging 
them ¢o conceal it: So that art, which 
was deligned tobe the Servant and Af- 
fiftant of Nature, takes at prefent, the 
Keins of Government into her Hands, 
and infolently arags Nature as a chain’é 
Captive at the Wheels of hier Trium- 
phal Chariot. 
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The well-made attd agreeable Part of 
the Male Sex are fometimes guilty of no 
le Imprudence in fuffering themf{clves 
to be impofed on by the Mode... A hand- 
fome well-fhap’d Leg, that never fhews 
itfelf to fuch Advantage as under a Ha- 
bit that reaches no lower than the Knee, is 
almoft half conceal’d by the Length of the 
Coat. Aclumfey Shape, a hump’d Back, 
and round Shoulders, find the like Ad- 
vantage by a loofe Coat, which hangs 
like a Sack, and is like to prove a far- 
ther Damage to well-fbap’d Limbs. 

The fame Truth is {till more vifible 
with regard to the Ornament which the 
Male Sex borrow from Natural Hair. 
In former Times there was {cen fo great 
a Difference between beautiful and coarfe 
Hair, chat People who thought cthem- 
{elves but ill furnifh’d by Nature, found 
it neceflary to feck Refuge in a Wig. 
Nothing appeared more comely ina Man 
than long, thick Hair, which being flight- 
iy powder’d, without being difcolour’d, 
hung with loofe Curls and a carelefs Air 
from the Shoulders to the middle of the 
Back, and received additional Beauty 
from its waving in the Wind. But whac 
imaginable Difference is there now be- 
tween a Head adorned with the fineft 
Trefles that the Art of Painting can re- 
prefent, and a wither’d Pate almoft be- 
reft of Hair? A Bag or a Black Ribbon 
cover all alike. ‘The. only thing to be 
confider'd is,-how it appears before ; and 
as the Mode even 1n that relpect is as 
diftant from Nature as Eaft from Weft, 
one Man’s Hair is as like chat of another 
as two Drops of Water. The chinneft 
Hair is made thick by curling, and when 
plentifully befmeared with Lard or Po- 
matum, and cover’d with Powder like a 
deep Snow, then the Sparks are properly 
equipt, and firtoappear among the Ladies. 

"Tis cafy to oblerve, that Nature and 
her Favourites ase worfted here again, 
and that a handfome Head of Hair bor- 
rows its Comelinefs merely from the 
Dexterity ofa Barber or a well initructed 
Valet deChambre, This modern Fathion 
I call Coifing, not only on account of its 
Effeminarenefs,. but with regard to the 
Expence of Time, which is double to 
what a Lady’s Head-Drefs requires. 

The Cafe is fometimes much the fame 
with Wigs, They mutt be fafhion’d up- 
on the yery Head of the Wearer, and as 
it were interwoven with the natural 
Hair in the niceft and moft exaé& Order. 

Now, I would fain know, whether any 
thing that ig Noble or Krave can be ex- 
pected from fuch Creatures, who, if they 
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are not Women, are at leaft Herma- 
phrodites, in their very Souls; who, if 
the leait Breach of Air ftirs, dare not 
appear in the Street ; who, if they ftep 
but into 2 Coach or Chair, ftoop with 
their Heads as it were in their Bofoms, 
and fo creep withthe urmott Hafte into 
their Shells. Can any Man imagine, 
that a Head {9 intent upon outward Or- 
nament has any good Furniture within ? 
Do fuch nice young Gentlemen, who 
drefs and play with their Podies, as with 
Puppets, promife their native Country 
cither refined and a@ive Sratefmen, or 
hardy and intrepid Soldiers? { am wellaf- 
{ured that if Coifing had been in Fathion 
among our Forefathers, both our Reli- 
gion and Liberty would long fince have 
vanifh’d like a Phantafm or Dream. The 
Man and the Woman cannot well coha- 
bit in the fame Soul. 

Let no Man objeét, that inthe Time 
of the late War, Kffeminacy in Point of 
Drefs made great Progrefs among us, 
without proving an Obitacle to the bra- 
veft AG@ions. For, we then fought a- 
gainft People who were our Inftruétors 
in the Arts of Dreffing, and tho’ we had 
learnt the Art of Powdering, yet we had 
not the leaft Skill in the Art of Cuifing. 
A young Gentleman with a Coif wouid 
then have been hoored at by the Soldiers 
as a campaigning Trull in Difguife. 

i doubr not but many of myReaders have 
heard Talk of the Civil War between’ 
Pompey and Céfar. What do they think 
wasgthe Occalion of the decifive Defeat 
at the Battle of Pharfalia ? Pompey was 
a Man of Perfonal Bravery, and an expe- 
rienc’d General, a3 well’ as his Fnemy.

Extradl of a Letter written by Count Ofter- 
man, one of the Ruffian Empre/s’s Ca- 
binet Miniflers, to the Grand Vizier, 
containing the Motives which influenced 
the Czarina to declare War againft the 
Turks. 

HE Ottoman Porte fecing Ruffia 
engaged ina heavy War, thought 
fit ‘without the leaft Reafon to violate the 

Peace of 1700. 

All Koftilities fhould have ceafed upon 
the Pacification concluded tear Pruth, 
which put the Ottomans in Potleflion of 
Afoff, a City from very remote Times 
appertaining to Ruffia. 

But in 1713, the Zartars, Turks, and 
Befhleis of Aff, made Itruptions into 
divers Ruffian Provinces, burned a great 
Number of Towns, Villages-and Church- 
es, with feveral thoufands of other Hou- 
fes, maffacred upwards of 2000 Inhabi- 
tants of thofe Quarters, led away into 
Slavery 14,340 Men, and took off a Mul- 
titude of Horfes and Cattle, Houfhcld- 
Goods, and other Effeéts,'to the Amount 
of more than 520,000 Rubles. 

In 1714, the fame Tartars and Befbleis 
of Ajoff made the like Invafions on the 
Coffas of the Don, &¥e. 

in 1715, the Don-Caffocs*were again 
fer upon, while the CrimTartars tava- 
ged the Provinces of Sharcow ‘and I/um. 
Delli-Soltan, the Khan of- Crimea’s Son, 
overrun the Land about Czaritzin, where 
he exercifed the horrideft Cruelties ima- 
ginable, ruined the whole Country, took 
away all the Peoples Cattle and Goods, led 
into Slavery 1220 Tartar Families of Ta- 
bun and Fafaffe, cogether-with their Mir- 
Zas; and 1000 lamilies‘of other Tartars 
of Mirza El, and Soltan Mambec Mirza 
(all Subje@ts of Ruffia, of a very long 
ftanding) And yes not herewith fatis- 
fied, he furprifed Ajuc, Khan of the Cal- 
mucs, a Subje&t of the Ruffian Empire, 
utterly ruined Multicudes of his U/uffes, 
led away into Cuban 10,300 Calmuc Fa- 
milies from Yerzan and Embrclluc,Vaffals 
of Ruffia, fince tranfplanted partly - in 
Crimea, and partly towards the Dnjeper ; 
where, by a manifeft Infraétion of the 
perpetual Peace-Treaty, they are ftiil 
detained. 

in 1716, the like Exceffes were repeat- 
ed. 

The very often repeated Reprefenta- 
tions made on the Part of Ruffia, as alfo 
the Letter written in the propereft Terms 
by the Emperor Petey L-of happy Memory, 
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to the Otteman Sultan himfelf, to demand 
a ipeedy Satisfaction, made fuch {mall 
Imprefiion on the Ottoman Porte, that fhe 
renewed Hoftilities, and the beforemen- 


A tioned Delli Soltan, with a very numerous 


Band of ‘Tartars, Turks, and Befbleis of 

Afoff, plundered and deftroyed the whole 

circumjacent Country ; and after having 

flaughtered infinite Numbers of People, 

not fare even Infants in the Cradle, 

carried into Bondage more than 
B 32,000 Perfons. 

A 2d Letter on this Subje@ from the 
Emperor, Peter I. had no better Succes 
than the preceding one. 

The fame Delli Soltan, in 1718, at- 
tempred to furprize the City of Czera- 
skoy, and killed a great Number of Co/- 

c facs, and Calmucs of Yurt, and made 

Slaves of many more. 

Thefe Hottilities continued increafing 
during the Year 1719, and the thtce fuc- 
ceeding Years. 

At thar Junéture thofe generally Known 
Troubles eae in Perfia, # Kingdom 
was reduced to a very great Extremity, 

D by a gerieral Revole of the’ Augantzes 
and Lefoimtzes againft the Shab their 

Sovereign: Which Revolters not only 

murder’d at Shamaki feveral Ruffian Mer- 

chants,-and:-feized their Effeéts, to the 

Value of more than 2 Million of Rubles 

but they likewife formed the Nefign of 
EF, attacking the old Ruffian Province?. 

In order-to chaftue thofe Rebels, and 
prevent any other Power from poffeifing 
the Coafts of the Ca/pian Sea, the Em- 
peror Peter I. caufed a Part of his Army 
to match into Perfia; and commanded 
his Refident at Conftantinople to give 

, ample Information of the true Motives 
of that Expedition. 

The Sublime Porte did however receive 
under het Proteétion the faid Rebels, who 
were tte determined Enemies of Ruffia, 
contrary to their Treaties both with the 
Perfians and Ruffians, 

Notwithftanding all this, his Imperial 

G Majefty readily condefcended to a Trea- 
ty, whereby were fettled the Boundaries 
between the Ruffian and Ottoman Em- 
‘pires, with refpeé& to Perfia. 

But the Porte feeing herfelf in Poffef- 
fion of the Provinces which fhe had occu- 
pied by Virtue of this Treaty, immedi- 
ately pafled the prefcribed Limits, feized 
om the City of Ardebil and on divers 0 
ther Places, as well in the Territory of 
Hamadan, a5 e\fewhere, and even refol. 
ved to poffefs herfelf of 2/paban, the Ca- 
pital of Perfia. ; 

The Defign upon I/pahan having been 

fru- 
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fruftrated thro’ the Oppofition of Ajbraff, 
the'Porte found it ro her Purpofe to ftrike 
up 4 {eparate Peace with him, and leave 
to wig the whole Burden of the War 
againit Ajiraff , who accordingly ,on this 
his Peace. with the Ottomans, immedi- 
ately attacked the Ruffian Troops in 
Ghilan, but was utterly defeated. 

The Towns {eized by the Turks, beyond 
what was due to them conformable to 
the Treaty made with Ruffia, gave Oc- 
cafion for a new War between Shab Tha- 
mas and the Ottoman Porte. 

Shab Thamas very ttrenuoufly fought 
the Affiftance of Ruffia : But his Impe- 
rial Majefty, to avoid giving the Porte 
the leait Umbrage, did not enter into 
any Engagement with that Prince, But 
the Ottoman Porte {crupled not conelu- 
ding with him a {eparate Peace, refto- 
ring 10 Shab Thamas the Provinces of 
Hamadan and Tauris. 

Upon this his Imperial Majefty, who 
never defigned to make any Conquetts 
in Pérfia, made Peace with the Shab, 
and delivered up to him the Provin- 
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ces Of Ghilan, Aftara, &c. not referving D 


the other Places firuate on the. Borders of 
the Ca/piam Sea, with any View what- 
evér, but to hinder any Foreign Power 
from poffefling them. 

The Peace. between the Ottoman Porte 
and Perfia, was prefently interrupted by 
freth Mifunderftandings, which termina- 
ted in open Hottilities. 

On Occafion of this new War, the 
Cttomian_ Porte thought proper to in- 
vite Ruffia to concur with her to ter- 
minate the Troubles in Perfia. To 
Which Ruffia concurring, the Ottoman 
Porté dropt her firit Demand, and told 
the Ruffian Refident, that Ruffia had 
nothing to do but to obferve on her Side 
@ pérfect and exact Neutrality, while 
the Offomans fhould manage their Affairs 
in Perfia by Way of Arms. 

Ruffia, far from difagreeing in the 
Jeaft trom fuch a Neutrality, gave the 
moft convincing Proofs of che Difpofition 
fhe was in co keep up a good Intelligence 
with thé Porte: Who, after fome bad 
Succeis in this War, devifed a frivolous 
Pretext co reproach Rufia with a View 
of extending her Dominion from Shir- 
wan to Georgia, and with her having 
made a fecret League with the Perjians. 
Tho’ this Surmife was without the leaft 
Foundation, her Imperial Majetty, the 
Czarina, being willing, to take away from 
the Porte all Subject of Complaint or 
Diffidence, and to thew fhe meaut 10 take 
ny Advantage of the Troubles in Ler{ia, 
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reftored to Perfia all thofe Places fituate 
on the Coaft ot the Ca/pian Sea, which 
formerly appertained to that Kealm, on 
Condition oaly, that the faid Places re- 
main tor ever under the Dominion ot 
Perfia and that in the future Treaty of 
Pacification between the Ottoman Porte 
and Perfia, her Imperial Majeity fhall be 
therein comprifed as a Friend to both 
the contracting Parties. 

This is what relates to the Affairs of 
Perfia in general, and to the Ottomans 
Condué& with regard to thar Kingdom , 
by which ft will appear, that che Porte 
thro’ her own Procedure alone, has drawa 
on herfelf this tediousa nd deftru€tive War. 

On the other Hand, the Ottoman Porte’s 
Condu@ towards Rujjia, relatively tothe 
Perfian Affairs, has not at all differed 
from the Viclences and open Hottilities 
exercifed in this Empire’s antient Pro- 
vinces. 

Notwithftanding her Imperial Majetty 
continued giving the Porte real Proofs of 
her Intentions; particularly her Imperial 
Majefty relieved and preferved Ali Bafha, 
who was with his Troops reduced to the 
laft Extremity in Ardebil ; and after havy- 
ing delivered.him from thence, her 1m- 
perial Majeity, thro’ a pure Motive of 
Generofity, caufed his Charges to be de- 
frayed as far.as Affara, and convoyed to 
the very Borders of Turkey : She likewife 
ordered a kind Reception to be given to 
feveral hundreds of Turks, cfcaped from 
Bondage in Perfia and Ustec, caufed them 
all co be plentitully entertained, and fup- 
plied them with whatever Neceflarics 
they wanted, and had them conduéted 
with a good Guard to their very Homes. 

But the Porte was fo little moved by 
this, and the Reprefentatious made her 
from time to time, that the Invafions 
made in 1723, by the Tartars, Turks, 
and Befleis of Afoff, in the Provinces of 
Pultowa and Mrrogorod, againtt Backmut, 
and the Coffacs of Don, feemed to furpafs 
the preceding Ones in Cruelty and Bas- 
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The fame Hoftilities were continued 
in 1724, 1725, 1216, 1727, and 1728, by 
the Bejhlezs of Afoff, and the Crim-Tav- 
tars, againit the Lon Coffacs and the City 
Backmut, &c. 

And in the lait named Year the Cal- 
mucs of the Botyr Toyjha, and their De- 
pendents, all antient Subjects of Rufia, 
after having plundered other Vaflais of 
this Empire, retired into the Ottoman 
Lominions, and were there openly re- 
ceived, and are ftill proteéted by them 
tO this Day 
The 
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Thelike Invafions were again fepeat- 
ea in 4729, 1730, 1731 ahtdu732, againgt 
the Don Coffacs andthe Cabardins, antient 
Subje&s of Ruffia. 

In 1733, the Ottomans attacked Ruffia, 
in a Mannet yet far more perfidious. 

Denduc Ombo, a Calmuc Chieftain, 
and the Ruffian Empire’s Subje@, having 
near the Clofe of 1732 highly difobliged 
his Khan, and fearing with Reafon his 
tuft Refentment, withdrew into the Turks 


Territory; and tho’ upon.the Rujfian B 


Refident’s Reprefentations, the Porte re- 
peatedly promifed not to grant her Pro- 
tection. to the Deferter, or his Followers, 
yet fe not only granted him open Pro- 
te€tion, bus even the Subjects of Turkey 
had Leave given them to joyn thofe Ré- 
bels, and with them to make continual 
Irruptions into the Ruffian Dominions, 
where they ravaged feveral Countries, 
plundered many Villages, flaughtered a- 
bundance of People, and dragged away 
feveral thoufands of ‘Captives. 

. Moreover Fetha-Ghevi Soltan, and the 
Capighi Bafa, who commanded jointly 
with him, broke into the Ruffian Pro- 
vinces, and feil upon her Imperial Maje- 
fty’s Troops: And, notwithftanding they 
were repulfed with confiderable Lofs, they 
had however the Addrefs to feduce U/- 
mey, with other Subjeéts of Ruffia, to 
revolt and join with them in their Entet- 
prizes; asin feality they attacked the 
City Derbent, and made horrible Nevatta- 
tions, not ory in the new Ruffian Pro- 
vinces in Perfia, but likewife in that 
Empire’s anticnt Territory about Greben- 
ski, whence divers thoufands of Ruffian 
Subjects were {ent awaySlaves intoTurkey. 

At the fame Jun@ture a Band of Don- 
Coffacs; under Command of the Attaman 

olow, was fet upon in the old Territory 
af Ruffia by another numerous Body of 
Tartars, who killed feveral of them, and 
400k Prifoners the Attoman, with a 
g00d Number of his Coffacs, while other 
Tartavys made frefh Incurfions upon the 


and Ifum, 

Of thofe Rufian Subje&s whom Fetha 
Ghevi Soltan had taken Prifoners, a great 
Number were carried to Conflantinople : 
Her Imperial Majefty’s Refidenr claimed 
them by Virtue of the Peace and Amiry 
Which ought to have fubfifted between 
the two Courts; but, inftead of a fatis- 
ta@tory Aniwer, he was given to under- 
ftand, that all he had to do, was to ran- 
fom the Captives in Queftion at the Rate 
ef one hundred Lewkocs per Head. 

In 1734, the Turks of Afoff, a3 well as 
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Don Ihe” and the Lands of Bakmut G 


the Tartars of Crimea and Cuban, com- 
mitted the ufual Hoftilittes againft the 
Don-Cofacs, and in the Tettitories of 
Bakriut and Pultawa ; after which Ber- 


A kut, a Village on this Side the Borifhenes 


and O-el, wasintirely déftroyed, the In- 
habitants whereof were almoft all un- 
mercifully flaughteted, without Diftinc: 
tion of cither Sex or Ag¢, and the Rem- 
nant dragged away into Slavery. 

Notwithftanding all thefe Violationg 
of the Peace, her Imperial] Majelty con- 
tented herfelf with caufing het Refident 
at, the Porte, both by Word of Mouth 
and Writing, to reprefent all. thefe In- 
files aid Injuftices, and to demand Répa- 
ration for the fame, and hoped that thé 
Interpofition of the Fortvign Minifters 
refiding at the Porte, would at laft induce 
the Sublime Porte to give her the requi- 
fite SatisfaGtion, and to put an End to 
the Violences complained of: 

In this Hope her Imperial Majefty re- 
mained till the Year 17345; at # Time it 
became uhiverfally vifibie how little Ac- 
count ¥ Porte made of her Hriendfhip. 

The Porte very well knows; that the 
People of Daghéflan ate, ftom 'Titnes 
immemorial, the indifputable 'Sabjea&s 
of Rujffia, and could not be yielded up 
to any other Power, and leaft of all to 
the Ottomans. 

NeverthelefS the laft Grand Vizier Al 
Bafha flatly declared to the Ruffian Re+ 
fident at Qhnftantineple, and by Letter to 
Count Offerman, at the’ Junéture whet 
the Porte took the Dagheftans undet her 
Proteétion, “* That he had given Ordéta 
to the Khan of Crimea to joyn with them, 
to adyahce towards Shirwan, and to make 
himfelf Mafter of that Coyntry ; ” add- 
ing, ** That if Raffa thould offer to op- 
pofe the faid Enterprize, the Porté would 
not fail fupporting it by open Force. ” 
And tho’ the faid Count femonitrated a- 
gainft this Refolution, declaring in duc 
Form, that the Ruffian Empreis at all 
Evetits, would be obliged’ to take Mea- 
{ures for lier Defence, if the Porte per- 
fifted init: Yet the faid Refident, and 
even the Minifters of Great Britasm, Hol- 
land, arid the Ronian Empetot received 
no other Anfwer than fuch as the Otto- 
man Potte is accuftomed to give wheri 
flie is difpofed to a Rupture ; namely, 
“ "That the Grand Vizier would not hear 
any more of that Affair, fince fuch was 
thé Ihtenition and Pleafure of the So/tan 
his Matter. * In fhert, the Khan of 
Crim-Tartary continued his March, and 
attacked the Daghefian Provinces, ruin- 
ing the County, afd exercifing all man- 
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ner. of Inliumanity, after the ufual Cu- 
ttom of hie Nation. And the Tartars 
of Crimea and Nagay made Incurfions 
into other of the Ruffian Territories, e- 
very where following the deteftable F.x- 


ample which their Khan had juft before 4 


tet them in Dagheftan. 

Her Imperial Majefty’s Refident hav- 
ing; in November \alt, made very f{erious 
Remonftrances on this Occafion, the Porte 
thought not fit to make any other Return 
than this biting and contemptuous An- 
fwers; (wz) “ That the Crim-Tartars 
Khan. was already got into Perfia, with 
the Help of certain good Offices done him 
by the Ruffian Generals.” 

This Myltery is now at length unveil- 
ed, the Porte having rcfolved to fall up- 
on Rufiia. with her whole Force ; and 
tho’ the Places fituate on the Ca/pian Sea 
were not reftored to Perfia on any other 
Condition, than that her imperial Maje- 
fty fhould, as a Friend to both the con- 
traéting Parties, be compiifed in the 
Treaty Perfia was to make with the 
Porte, which was propofed and infifted 
upon by Perfia , yet this was haughtily 
rejeGed by the Ottomans, who formally 
declared, *‘ That rhey would never con- 
clude a Peace on thofe Conditions, they 
looking on Ruffia as their Encmy, againit 
whom they were refolved to employ their 
whole Power. 

After thefe hottile Intentions fo openly 
declared, her Imperial Majefty has no 
other Expedient remaining, than to ufe 
the Power wherewith God hath vouch- 
fafed to intruft her, againft the Ottoman 
Porte, in order to defend her Subjeés 
from all Infults. 

Her Imperial! Majefty notwithftanding 
did not take this Refolu:ion but with 
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Rejuétance, and # the {ole View of pro- F 


curing a Satisfaétion proportionate to fo 

maoy Violences and Lofies as Raffia has 

already fuffesed from the Ottoman Porte; 
and thould,bealwaysready to put a fpeedy 

End to all Lifferences, and would name 

Pleniporentiaries to mect any the Porte 

fhould think it to fend to the Frontiers 

for that Purpofe: In the mean Time 
hoped, that che Porte would permit the 

Ruffian Refident, and all his Followers 

and Baggage, to retire in Safety, accord- 

ing to the Praétice of all civilized Na- 
fions on the like Occalions. 

After all thefe Faéts ¢harged on the Turks, 
and not controverted by them, the Reader 
will be furprifed to find the Caufe of Rup- 
ture laid to the Door of the Rufians; but 
this is dene,by a Refinement in Politicks,in 
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Letter from the Grand Vizier to the States 
General of the United Provinces, con- 
cerning the Differences betwixt the 
Porte and Ruffia. 


O the moft Glorious among the 
great Princes of the Faith of Fefus, 
the Refuge of the illuftrious Powers o' 
the Nation of Meffiah, the Mediators of 
all the Differences which arife among the 
Chriftian People, the Lords vefted with 
the Mantle of Glory and Grandeur, Pof- 
fefforsof Honour and Dignity, the States- 
General of the Netherlands, and the Do. 
minions thereon depending, and whofe 
Views are dire&ed by the Almighty in 
the Path of eternal Wifdom. 
After having paid that Greeting which 
a true and fincere Friendfhip demands, 
and which your High Mightineffes de- 
ferve, we give you to underftand by 
thefePrefents, and in an amicable manner, 
That from the Time that the Mahome- 
tan Religion was introduc’d into the 
World, to rhe prefent, all the Muffulmen 
Powers, particularly this illuttrious Em- 
peror, the Servant of the two Holy 
Towns of Mecca and ferufalem, have 
always had the laudable Cuftom, and 
have obferved it as a fundamental! Rule 
of State, rot only to maintain the Laws 
of Friendfhip on their Part, but alfo to 
contribute to the Support and Profperity 
of all Lovers of Juftice, by aé@ting to- 
wards them in every refpeé as if they 
themfelvyes were Muffulmen, and have 
always taken the utmoft Care not to com- 
mit the leaft Violence upon their Fron- 
tiers, till the Terms prefcrib’d by the 
Alliances were expir’d, herein following 
the Law of the Alcoyan, which fays, 
Thou foalt fulfil thy Alliances, and thy 
Engagements, to the End thereof. 
_ In purfuance of this Law, for ever 
juft, the Sublime Porte has, at all Times, 
fet a very great Value upon the Articles 
and Compacts agreed upon with it, and 
has always endeavour’d to maintain them, 
to that Degree, that even when during a 
well eftablifh’d Peace, any flight Diffe- 
rence has happened on the Frontiers, ci- 
ther by Chance, or by the Mifconduct of 
ignorant Perfons, it always endeavoured 
to accommodate the fame in the beft 
Manner; and offered to its Friends, 
who have inviolably obferved a mutual 
Friendfhip, che Renewal of ‘its Alliances 
before they were ¢xpired. But when, 
notwith{tanding all Exhortations made 
to them, they publickly break the Peace, 
and réfule to hearken to the Voice of 
Reafon, then the illuttrious Muffulmen 
Em- 
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Tutks Complain of the Ruffians;. 1736. 


Empetors wah their victorious Hands of 
the Blood that fhall be: fpile on both 
Sides, and cry our with the facred Text, 
That the moft guilty Pevfon is the Author 
of the Evil, and that the Punifhment of 
the Sin ought to fall upon the Head of him 
who bas been the —_ of the Defiruc- 
tion of fo many Hands, as well as of the 
Breach of Honour, and of the Ruin of 
the Fortunes of fo many unfortunate Men 
on both Sides; the Sublime Porte fubmit- 
ting itfelf for the reft to the Difpofal of 
the true God, and juit Avenger, confor- 
mably to his Command, where it is faid, 
If there be any who attack you, do to them 
in the fame Manner as they have done to 
you. Nay, the Infringers of the Peace 
have experienced at all Times, that the 
Effeéts of the divine Vengeance are fal- 
len upon the Authors of the Oppreffions 
which the Servants of the Almighty 
have Mutually fuffered, and that the E- 
nemies have been weakened, and blufh- 
ed at the Shame which covered them, 
while the illuftrious and permanent F.m- 
pire of the Muflulmen is continued in 
Honour and Reputation, becaufe it has 
nothing more at Heart than to procure 
to its poor Subjeé&s, the Favourites of 
the Creator of Heaven and Earth, the 
Peace and Tranquillity which they itand 
in Need of. All this is known to every 
Prince, nay fufficiently to the whole Uni- 
verfe, and particularly to you, High and 
Mighty Lords, our Friends, who have 
from Time out of Mind, made good all 
that Equity, true Friendfhip and Media- 
tion have demanded from you. 

The amicable View of our Preamble 
or Introdu@tion, tends to fhew, that the 
Ruffian Empire has wanted Underftand- 
ing and able Minifters; Thofe who are 
employed in the Regency, have chofe 
rather to undertake Things intirely oppo- 
fite to all forts of Law and Kquity, aad 
which ought to be abhorred by God and 
Man, Thus, by inventing vain Titles, 
for the fake of imitating the moft ancient 
Monarchies, and by nourifhing an infati- 
able Avarice, they came, at laft, to at- 
tack free Nations, whofe Independence 
is confefled by all rhe World, and againft 
which all forts of Violence are neverthe- 
lefs committed. Such was that Srep @ 
was taken by Ruffia when it went to in- 
vade § Dominionsof Poland and Sweden. 

As foon as the evil Defign which it af- 
terwards formed againft the Countries 
of the Muffulmen, came to the Know- 
ledge of the Sublime Porte, it negleéted 
no Means of convincing that Nation at 
fistt, cf the fatal Confequences they had 
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Reafon to. expec from fo difagreeable a 
Manner of acting, and that if they did 
not rengunce it, the divine Wrath would 
certainly be kindled againft them: And 
fo it happened accordingly, when after 
the Battle of Pruth all their General 
Officers and private Men fell into the 
Hands of the Muflulmen. ‘Thefe find- 
ing them opprefled with Fears and Sighs, 
the pious Muflulmen’s Compaffion was 
raifed in them, and they only reprefent- 
ed to them, how guilty they were of the 
Blood that had been fpilt, and of the 
Faith that had been violated, and that 
they would be obliged, at the great Day 
of Judgment, to give an Account there- 
of to the Almighty: After thisthey were 
all preferved trom the Muflulmen’s Sword ; 
which Favour was followed by another, 
of which, till that Time, there never 
had been an Inftance. That was, to look 
upon Raffa in the fame Light with o- 
ther Powers, and to.admit a Refidenc 
from it, but having, not long, after, dif- 
covered certain Proceedings, contrary to 
the Articles which had been granted to 


D it, his high Imperial Majefty began his 


E 


March in the Year of Hegyra 1124 (1715) 
and was fcarce arrived at Adrianople, 
when Ruffia, ftruck with the greateft 
Confternation, ratified the Peace which 
he had before implored. 

After fome Time was expired, and 
after having made feveral groundieis Re- 
fleGtions on the Affairs of Perfia, he pro- 
pofed to conclude a perpe:ual Peace, on 
Prerence that he would have nothing to 
du with that Kingdom. This Peace, 
which was negociated by the Mediation 
of fome of our fincere Friends, was, at 
their Inftances, granted to it, according 


F to the Cuftom of the Muffulmen, and 


G 


from the Motive of theie Piety, But 
the Ruffian Court having waagted Pre- 
tenees for fome time, and recurring | to 
its former Praétices, did, fora Year or 
two, take fuch Meafures as ate contrary 
to the Rules and Maxims eftablifhed a- 
mong al] Princes, and particularly to the 
Articles of Peace concluded with that 
Empire. They not ont fell upon the 
Territories of the Kingdom of Poland, 
with a View of abolifhing the Liberties 
of the Nation, but prefumed moreover, 
in Contempt of good Friendfhip, to in- 
cenfe the Kingdom of Ferfia againtt the 
Sublime Porte. All thefe irregular Me- 
thods of Proceeding being taken Notice 
of, they were reprefented to the Refidene 
at the Sublime Porte. He, cither by a 
Difavowal, or by captious Conftruétions 
which ho made of every thing, had no 
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other Aim than to make it believed here, 
that Ruffia only meant ¢6 caltivate a 
dureable Peace with this illuftrious Em- 
pire ; by which Means'the Minifters of 
the Sublime Porte, and particiilarly che 
Ambafladors of the mediatorial Powers, 
parricularly the Minifter of your High 
Mipbtivnfes, our good Friends, and even 
the Refidents were thereby, as ic were, 
lulled’ afleep, in astmuch as they. gave 
Credit to thofe Affurances, and continu- 
ed to employ ‘their Mediation, | during p 
which they were feduced moreand more 
by the Affurance which was given on 
the Part of the Mujcovites, that they 
would not commit the leaft Hoftility, 
neither on the Frontiers of Poland, nor 
on thofe of this Empire. ‘But the dif. 
ferent Advices we have received from the 
Fortrefs of Agach (Afoph) a Frontier 
Place of the Muflulmen’s Courtry, are 
of quite another Tenour, and fully de- 
monitraté the contrary. 

While we continued with Sincerity to 
Rive the publick Marks of an amicable 
Intelligence, it happened on thé. 2oth 
Day of the Moon Selkade, (é.¢, on the D 
3th of March laft) that fortie Mujcovite 
Troops came ina hoftile Manner, anc 
felton poor Innecent People; whothought 
themifclves fafe, and fo cruelly treated 
them, } many of them loft their Lives, 
or wetecarricd into Slavery ; after which 
the Place was befieged. 

All cthefe things having been made 
known to the Ambafladors and Refidents 
of our Friends at the’ Sublime Porte, and 
they-being put in Mind alfo of the de- 
ceitful Anfwer given from time to time 
they were all to the laft degree aftonith- 
ed, efpecially at fuch Proceedings which 
may be look’d upon aspublick Robberies, F 
and as A@tions contrary to all manner of 
Right and Equity, as well asdireétly op 
pofice to all che Rules of Religion. 

And forafmuch as the Anfwers given 
antecedent to this, were look’d upon as 
wounding the Dignity of the chief Mi- 
nifters, and in particular thofe of the 
Mediatorial Powers, who all‘made Com- 
plaints of it, an Ailembly was thereupon 
convened of the Sages and Dottors of 
the Law, (whofe Number, may it pleafe 
the Almighty to increafe till the Day of 
Judgment) and being defir'd ro give their 
Opinion upon the State of Affairs, they 
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fuffered by the poor Servants of God; 
but alfo that they who 2& in this, Man- 
ner, deferve total Deftruétion, according 
to the’ Demands of the Divine Juftice, 


A and the Prefcription of the Laws,’ that 


by confequence the Muflulmen may wath 
their Hands of the Blood that thall be 
fhed, and that’ none ought to be blam’d 
but thofe who have given the Oceafion, 
The Emperor of the Muflulmen(whom 
God preferve to the Day of Judgment) 
and all the Mahemetans, being thereby 
oblig’d to prepare for fo confiderable a 
War againft the Unbelievers, and_ha- 
ving upon thisAccount called theChicfs of 
the Militia, and other well-affeéked Sub- 
je€ts' of the Empire, who relying all up- 
on the Divine Juftice, publickly implore 
the Affiftancé of that God who orders 
¥ Puniffiment of § Wicked,it was refoly'd 
to declare War againft the Mufcovites 
And forafmuch as Neceflity alfo obliges 
us to acquaint our Friends, that this-il 
luftrious: Empire is the Party offended 
and ateack’d, and that the contrary Par- 
ty is the Aggreffor, and as it has been 
the Cuftom, Time out of Mind, for your 
High Mightineffes to intereft yourfelves 
in Affairs of fincere Friendfhip and Me- 
diation, it has been thought proper to 
give your High Mightinefles {pecial Ad- 
vice of the Situation of A ffairs,. to the 
End that you may be informid of what 
has pafs'd between the Parties, and at 
the fame Time tofhew what Confequence 
may be expectéd hereafter, from fuch 
Mediations as may have regard to fuch 
Infringers of Treaties, in cafe any new 
Occafions fhould offer of reftoring Peace 
among the Powers at War.

© People upon Farth are fo infa- 
moufly diftinguifhed for Swearing, 
whether common or political, as the 
Englij, This abominable Wickednefs 
has rendered them Objects of Ridicule 
in all Foreign Countries ; where they are 
generally named by their favourite Oaths; 
and there is Reafon to believe, this Ha- 


all anfwer’d, and gave it as their unani- H bit of common Swearing is derived from 


Mous Opinion, that fuch ag without any 
previous Declaration, proceed to a Rup- 
ture and commit Damages on the Muflul 
men’s Frontiers, are not only the Caufe 
of the Blood {pilr, and the Oppreflians 


the Contempt which the frequent taking 
of State Oaths has created amongft us. 
For it is notorious, that the yepeated 
Swearing, required by Law in all Bran- 


ches of the Conftitution, has taken away 
the

the ‘Terror and Awe that fhould natu- 
rally accompany an Oath. 

L could never guefs at the Motives, for 
the Members taking the Oaths every Sef- 
fion-of Parliament, and upon every new 
Promotion. For. our Forefathers never 
took the. Oath of Allegiance. but once ; 
which was thought tu produce the faine 
Effedt, as if it had been taken everyDay. 

I will.not infift oa the Affront to Al- 
mighty God, by a repeated and ynnecef- 
fary Invocation of his, holy Name, which 
the Fews durft not.mention, except on 
the moft folemn andimportant Occafions; 
but which among, Chriftians. is continual- 
ly mentioned upon the moft trivial; fcarce 
any thing pafling in Courts of Judicature 
Without Affidavits, which are required 
even in the Cafe of ferving a Subpena. 

‘Should | take a Survey.of the Abufes 
of Swearing in all the Publick Offices, the 
Cuftom-Houfe, &%c. I thould. {well this 
Difcourfe to.an exorbitant Size. 

Every Mafter of a Ship, upon coming 
into Port, is obliged by A&t of Patlia- 
ment to {wear to the Quantity and Qua- 
lity of the Cargoe; and icarce one Matter 
in a thoufand but is perjured on that Oc- 
cafion; fo that a Cuftom-Houfe Oath is 
grown into a Proverb, 

The .Church-wardens Oath is pretty 
much of the fame.Complection. They 
are (worn well and. truly to execute the 
Office of Church-qwardens. within their re- 
Spective Pavifhes, according to Articles then 
delivered to them, and faithfully to prefent 
every Perfon that has committed any Of- 
fence, or omitted any Duty therein men- 
tioned, to the bef? of their Knowledge,— 
By Virtue of this Oath they are bound 


to prefent all that, being of the Age of 


Sixteen, do not receive the bleffed Sacra- 
ment three times in the Tear at leaft , all 
that do not cone to Church on Lord’s-Days, 
and that do not come at the beginning of 
Prayers, and all that do not obferve to 
kneel and ftand’ up, as the Rubrick does 
divett, during the whole Time of Divine 
Service, One might well Imagige, thar 
the Words, as well as the Scope of this 
Oath, are obviousenoygh. Burno more 
Regard is payed to it, than to a Cuftom- 
Houfe Oath: For no one has ever heard 
of any Prefentments upon fuch Omiflions ; 
nor indeed do Church-wardens think 
themfelves under any Obligation to com- 
ply with them, tho’ ict is manifefily the 
End of their Oath that they fhould ; 
fo that their Parole would be as cffcétualy 
and prevent at the fame Time, the moft 
palpable Perjury. 
There is much of 


+ 


this unneceflary 
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Swearing in Courts-Baron, and other in- 
ferior JurifdiGtions. 

But it is ftill more furpriziug, that the 
fame dangerous Practice thould prevail ina 
the Univerfities. I: isa melancholy Con- 
fideration,.. that a Student cannot pafs 
thro’ an Academic Education, without 2 
‘String of Oaths, which are almoft im- 
poflible to ‘be performed. But there is 
no’ Promotion to any Degree without 
Swearing, not only for the Candidates 
themfelves, but for other Scholarsin theie 
Behalf, who are obliged to allert, thac 


‘the, Perfons co be prefented are fit for fuch 


and {uch Degrees, as well on the Score 
of Erudition, as Manners. Whether fo 
much Swearing is not a dangerous Way 
of initiating Youth into the World; whe- 
ther Learning cannot be acquired with- 


C out Oaths that are never intended to be 
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kept; we fubmic to the Determination 
of ‘the Learned. 

But nothing can pive,us.a more fhock- 
ing Idea Of the Contempt of Oaths, than 
the Behaviour of the People in the Year 
1723, when it was thought conyenicns, 
for tome political Reafons, 10 fet them 
a Swearing. Whether it was, the méan- 
ing of the Legiflators to have the whole 
Body of the People comprtis'd in the AG, 
may afford Matter for Controyerfy , but 
the Terror of the numerous Penalties and 
Difabilities for negleting to take the 
Oath within the Time preicribed was fo 
univerfal, that Perfone in the -moft abject 
and ‘obfcure Stations of Life, crowded 
to the Quarter-Seffions in all Pasts of the 
Kingdom, many of them with the fame 
Air and Levity that is genetally obferved 
in thofe who frequent Publick Shews. 

It may perhaps be objected, that Law- 
makers ate not chargeable with the inde- 
cent Behaviour of thofe that take Oaths: 
But 1 beg Leave to obferve, that they 
muit be fuppofed to be well acquainted 
with the Genius and Biafs of the People 
under their Guardianfhip, and well ap- 
prized of the Contempt that generally 
accompanies the moft facred Duties of 
Religion, when they are notorioutly pro- 
ftituted to fervile and temporary Ends. 
All the wife Lawgivers of Antiquity, 
made it their principal Care to infpire 
their People with the moft awful Senti- 
ments concerning Oaths, looking upon 
them as the ftrongcett Barricrs againft the 
wicked Defigns of profligate Men. And 
it is juftly to be apprehended, that the 
Nation, where they are become the Ob- 
je&ts of Wit and Raillery, is hattening 
to its grand Climaéteric. 

According to the Rule laid down by 
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the Prophet er. iv.2. a lawful Oath muft 
have three Concomitants, Juflice, Fudg- 
ment and Truth ; and that evety Oath 
taken without due Caution and Delibera- 
tion, wants allof them. What then muft 
we think of vaft Numbers of thofe who 
take our State Oaths and Declarations, 
who never allow themfelves any Time 
to examine, whether they arecither juff 
or true, Day, [may venture to fay, fcarce 
ever read, of heard them read, cill the 


‘Time of fwallowing. Is it not amazing, B ¢ 


that fuch Pra@ices fhould be not only to- 
Jerated, but éncouraged in a Chriftian 
Country, in a Proteftant Nation, which 
boafts of having the moft pure and Apo- 
ftolick Religion in the World? at 
confcientious and well-meaning Perfons 


fore it paffed, it was utged by the Marq. 
of Hallifax, “ That Oaths are no Stcu- 
vity to any State, No Man, fays he, would 
ever fleep with Doors, or unlock bis 
Treafure or Plate, foould all the Town be 
fworn not to vob him: So that the Ufe of 
multiplying Oaths, had been moft com- 
monly to exclude or difturb Fad hone ft 
confcrentious Men, who would never have 
prejudiced the Government. The Oath im- 
pofed by the Bill contains thefe Claufes ; 
two former affertory, and the laft pro- 
miffory. Is it not worthy the Confidera- 
tion of the Bifbops, #0 examine, whether

or of their own Belief of Things, which 
are either our of the Sphere of their 
Knowledge, or are in them{elyes at leaft 
very dubious and uncertain ? 

Political Swearing was little known 
to our Anceftors: The following Oath 
was looked upon by them asa competent 
Security and Pledge of the Subjeé&s Loy- 
sity: Hear yee, that I A. B. do fwear, 
that from tis Day forward, Iwill be true 
and faithful to our Sovereign Lord the 


King, and his Heirs, and Truth and Faith 


bear of Life, and Member, and terrene 
Honour; and I will neither know, nor hear 
of any Damage intended unto him, that 
J will not defend. 

The Form of this Oath has undergone 
forhe Parliamentary Changes , but it 4- 
grees-in Subftance with that now in Fa- 
thion, which 13 in thefe Words: Z A,B. 
do fincevely promife and fwear, that Iwill 
be faithful and Lear true Allegiance to his 
Majefy King George. The Terms of 
this Oath want no explanatory Notes: 
But our other modern Strate Oaths and 
Declarations. ftand in need of large 
Commentaries ; and he who would be 
thoroughly skill’d in them, muft be no 
{mall Cafuift. 

All State Oaths are the Produ& of hu- 
man Invenfion, of a very modern Date, 
and have been proftitured to fervile Ends 
and Purpofes. ‘They are the natural Of- 


validate Do€rinal Propofttions , and whe- 
ther that Lepiflative Power, which impofes 
fuch an Oath, doth not per affume 
to itfelf an Infallibility. And as for pro- 
miffory Oaths, it is hoped thofe learned 
Prelates will confider the Opinion of Gro- 
tius *, eho feems to make it clear, that 
fuch Oaths ‘are forbidden by our Saviour 
in the Gofpels +, and whether it would not 
become the Fathers of the Church, when 
they have well weigh'd that, and other 
Places of the New Teflament, to be more 
tender of multiplying Oaths, than hitherto 
the Great Men of the Church have been?” 
Amongft the many pernicious E.ffeés 
of Party Oaths, it is mot the leaft, that 
they eftablifh a dangerous Prefident in 
the Nation. For fhould it be the Fate 
of the Party. that impofes them to be 
overthrown, as it has often happened, 
they muft naturally expeé che fame Mea- 


F fure from their Opponents, whofe Lot it 


is to exchange Places with them. 

There weré no Jnramenral Tefts a- 
mong the People of Gon, tho’ none were 
ever more jealous of their Religion, or 
more watchful of Straqgers and Profe- 
lytes. And when, after the Death of 


. Solomon, the Kingdom of Ifrael was fet 


up againit that of fudab, and Altar ¢- 
rected againft Altar, there ‘were even 
then no trying Oaths invented on eithet 
Side, tho’ they were animated with che 
greateft Rancour againft each other. 
There was no publick Oath eftablithed 
among{t the Romans but the military

xion and Government, When one Party 
is in Pofleflion of Power, they fet, all 
Engines at work to fcecure themfelves 
by fuch Tefts and Qualifications, as mutt 
gravel or fupprefs their Adverfaries.

no Examples of that Caft. After chat

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Church was torn in pieces by the Arian 
Herefy. There were, indeed, Creeds 
and Confeffions enjoined, but thofe con- 
tained nothing but Matrers of Doétrine, 
without any Mixture of Temporal Af- 
fairs; nor were thefe Creeds or Confef- 
fions eftablifhed by Oaths. 

But to come nearer to our own Times, 
when the Reformation was fet on foot, 
and the Northern Parts of the World fo 
miferably divided on the Score of Reli- 
gion, there were no other Expedients in- 
vented; but Confeilions or Articles; and 
I may Venture to atlirm, that the Oath 
of Supremacy was the firit Teft Oath 
that was ever eftabliflied by Law in any 
Chriftian Country. 

There are no Teft Gaths in any other 
Proteftant Country in Ewrope, nor any 
other State Oath, but that of Fidelity ; 
tho’ they have the Inrereft of Religion as 
much at heart as we; fo that Teft Oaths 
are all of our own proper Manufacture.

Caft now your Fyes on Thole, to whofe 
furprizing Adminiftration you ftand in- 
debted for the prefent hopeful Situation 
of Affairs, fome of whom have, in 
the Space of a few Tears, heen raifed 
from Beggary to unbounded Wealth, 
others from objcure and inglorious Sta- 
tions to the highef? Pofts of Honour. 
Some of thefe Upitarts havé built pri- 
wate Seats, exceeding in Magnificence 
our publick Edifices, and have aug- 
mented their own Eftates in Proportion 
to the Impoverifhment of the Common- 
wealth, Demost. Olynthiac. 3. 


HE mainDrife of thisSpeéch, was to 

{pirit up the Athenians to fuccour 
their Confederates, the Olynthians, whom 
They had folemnly engaged to proted, 
and who were at that Time invaded by 
Philip of Macedon. But, the leading 
Men of Athens, minding nothing bur 
Luxury, Pleafure, and accumulating to 
Themfelves immente Riches, negle@zd 
the Safety of their Allies, and fuffer'd 
Philip to lay the Foundation of that w- 
niverfal Monarchy, which his Son Alexander 
afterwards compleated. 

The whole Oration contains many 
Sentiments truely worthy of a generous 
Patriot; particularly where ‘He laments 
the Degeneracy of his Counsrymen in 
the following pathetick Manner 

“ There mult be fome Reafon affizn'd

why the Grecians have been formerly fo 
zealous in the Defence of Liberty, and 
are now thus prone to Slavery. There 
was then, O Men of Athens, a Principle 
fix’d in the Minds of our Anceitors, 
Which is now no more. That Principle 
overcame the Perfian Wealth, preferved 
Greece free, and never fail'd to make us 
conquer both by Sea and Land, but now 
it is worn out, and every Thing goes to 
Ruin amongft us. 1 fhall be ask’d, per- 


B haps, what was this Principle? It was 


fomething very plain and fimple ; it was 
an implacable Hatred againft every Per- 
fon, who fuffer'd Himfelf ro be Corrup- 
ted by wicked Men in Power, or by the 
Enemies of bis Country. To have been 
conviéted of Bribery was then accounted 
the higheft Guilt; and it was punifh’d 
with the urmoft Severity. No Mercy, 
no Forgivenefs.was ta be expeéted.—— 
No Gold could then impair our firm Con- 
cord at home out Abhorrence of Tyrants 
and Barbarians; or any of our other vir- 
tuous Difpofitions. But all Thefe are 
niow bought and fold publickly, as ina 
Corruption hath introduced 
Manners quite oppofite, which have 
proved the Bane and Deftruction of our 
Cokerry- If Men are angry now, it is 
with Thofe, who dereé and reprove fuch 
form: a Man known to have re- 
ceived foreign Money? People envy Him. 


E ——Does He own it? They laugh— 


Is He convitted in Form? They forgive 
Him.—* Thus univérfally hath this Cop. 
tagion {pread itfelf amongft us.” 

When a Nation is reduced to fuch 2 
miferable State of Depravity, it is im 
potfible that it fhould long preferve its 
Liberty; which cannot be done without

tke People, and inflitting exemplary 
Punifhments upon Thofe, who betray 
their Tru, for when Corruption grows 
gensral and bare-faced, Men in Power 
will make their Harvett of ic; and if

G Sale, Buyers will never be wanted. Fort 


this Reafon, Lamofflenes puts his Con- 
trymen in Mind of that glorions Princt- 
ple, Which animated the Condu@ of 
their Forefathers, and made Them tri 
umph over all Oppoficion 
“If any of You, fis He, have ever 
{een the Houle of Ariflides, Miltiades, 
H or any of thofe Worthies renown'd in 
former Times, you will difcover no 
more Splendour, or Sumptuoufnets there, 
than in the Hous of their next Neigh 
bours, Ic was not the Bufiaels of th 
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the State, nor had They. any other In- 


tereft to ferve than That of the Publick.” 


But Corruption had now got fuch an 
Afcendency over the Athenians, that no 
Exhortations could have any Effe& upon 
Them, and fo They fell an eafy Prey to 
their powerful Invaders. 

The Roman Hiffory furnifhes us with 
another Example of the fame Kind. 
Whiltt Virtue, Temperance, and Contempt 

’ Riches continued to be the ruling Paf- 
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ly fold in the Tribunals; the Zoices of 
the People went for the higheft Bidder ; 
and the Confuls, after having obrain’d 
that great Poft by Intrigues, or by 
Bribery, never now went to War but to 
entich Themfelves with the Spoils of 
Nations, ahd often to plunder thofe very 
Provinces, which their Duty bound them 
to defend and proteét.” 

In thefe Times Lucullus appear'd, and 
having brought home immenfe Riches 


tions of that People, all Oppofition fell B from Afa, where He commanded the 


before Them, and Rome, from incon- 
fiderable Beginnings, became the moft 
flourifhing Commonwealth, that the 
World ever faw. But when Luxury, 
Avarice, and Corruption had erazed thele 
generous Principles out of their Minds, 
a vifible Alteration immediately enfued, 
and the Work of Ages was deftroyed in 
the Courfe of a few Years. 

Nothing can give us a more lively 
Image of the different Condition of 
Rome, in her pure and corrupted State, 
than the Charaéters of Attilius Regulus 
and Leacullus, as We find them in Hittory. 


Roman Army againft Mithridates, gave 
Himfelf up to fuch Voluptuoufnefs and 
Extravagance of all Kinds, that his Name 
is grown proverbial upon that Account. 
He laid out prodigious Sums in Buildings, 
Gardens, Pittures, and Statues, befides 
the conftant Expence of a fumpruous 
and delicate Table. Whenever He wene 
into the Country, He kept open Houfe, 
and fometimes almoft drain’d Rome of 
her great Men for Companions arid At- 
tendants on his Pleafures. 

What could an old Roman think of fuch 
a total Departure from the rigid Man- 


Regulus, who lived at the latter End D ners of his Forefathers; or upon feeing 


of the fourth Century from.the Founda- 
tion of Rome, being Commander in Chief 
of the Army in Africa, defired his Dif- 
charge, upon Information that the Per- 
fon, who cultivated feven Acres of Land, 
the whole Patrimony of this great Ge- 
meral, was dead, and that his Servant 
had ftol’n his Utenfils of Husbandry. 
He reprefented to the Senate, by Letter, 
that his Wife and Children were in 
Danger of ftarving, if He did not come 
home and provide for Them by his own 
Prefence and Labour. But the Senate, 
being unwilling to interrupt the Courfe 


of his Vidtories, pafs’d a Decree that his ~ 


Wife and Children thould be provided 
with Neceflarics; that his Land fhould 
be cultivated at the publick Expence ; 
and § new Initruments thould be bought 
for the Tillage of it; upon which the 
Abbot de Vertot makes the following

fuch vaft Sums of Money fquander’d a- 
way in private Luxury, which, in the 
virtuous Times of the Commonwealth, 
was religioufly apply’d to the Sefvice of 
the Publick ? 

As nothing can be more grating to any

Oppreffors rioting in Wealth, and defy- 
ing publick Juftice; fo ali wife Gover- 
nots, and fome Tyrants, have gratify’d 
the Refentments of the People, by ma- 
king Examples of. Thofe, who have 
been guilty of Malverfation in their Of- 
I fhall therefore conclude with 2 
Paflage from Mr Rollin, coricerning thie 
Conduct of Alexander in this Refpec. 
“«* Many Complaints were brought to 
Alexander at Carmania of the Oppreffion, 
which the Governors and other Officers

Alexander being touch’d to the Quick 
with the Vexations, which his People 
endured, and thoroughly convinced of 
tlie Juftice of fuch Complaints, put to 
Death all Thofe, who were conviéted of 
any Mifmanagement, together with fix 
hundred Soldiers, who had been in({tru- 
mental in their Violences and their 0- 
tlier Crimes.

watds all his Officers, who were proved 
guilty of any Mifdemeanor in their Of- 
fice, and by thefe Means made his Go- 
vernment beloved in all the conquer’d 
Provinces. He thought that a Prince 
owed chis fhining Example to his Regard 
for Equity, which thould reprefs all Dif- 
orders; to his Honour, that He might 
hot feem an Accomplice in the bad 
Things, which are committed in bis 
Name ; to the Comfort of his People, to 
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not {paring to pafs it on others ; his Com- 
panions might be as free as they would 
in cenfuring his Morals or his ConduéG ; 
for the debauching a Girl, or not paying 
a Debt, were only Fokes, which in no 
Manner affeéted his Honour: One wou'd 
imagine therefore that the Captain did 
not ftand much upon Punéilios, yet fo 
very mice was he in what moft thoughr 
he leaft regarded, that a Gentleman ac- 
cidentally treading on his Toe at the Tit-

never ought to exercife Themfeves; laft- 
ly, to the Safety of his Dominions, which 
fuch a juft Condu& will fave from many 
Dangers, and even often from Seditions.

But if they went too far in fome of 
their Demands, the Nation had certainly

velapfing into the like Miferies agatm , it 
gemains to be confider’d, whether this 
Point was effeétually obtain’d by the Bill 
of Rights, which only declared the prin- 
cipal Heads of them, without any farther 
Provifion, or whether a free and legal 
Parliament does mot include the Indepen- 
dency of the Members within Doors, as 
welfas the Freedom of their Elettion with- 
out.———A. Claufe to this Purpofe was ac- 
tually inferted in the Preamble of the 
Bill of Rights, but afterwards ftruck out ; 
for what Reafon, let Mr Osborne tcll. 

It mult be acknowledged, that fome 
farther Limitations of the Crown were 
obtain'd in the AG of Succeffion but fe- 
veral. of them have been fince repeal’d, 
or occafionally difpenfed with ; particu- 
Jarly Thofe for refraining the King from 
going abroad, without Confent of Parlia- 
ment ; for obliging all Privy-Counfcllors 
to fien their Advice , for incapacitating 
Placemen and Penfioners from fitting; in

The Defence of the REVOLUTION coft- 
tinued: With a farther Difplay of the 
Parts and Probity of the Craft{man. 

HO?’ it hath been carried to Demon- 
ftration, that the /ole Defign of the 

Craft/man, in all his Difcourfes upon Pre- 

vogative, hath been to difgrace the Revo- 

lution, by endeavouring to lead the Peo- 


B ple into a Belief, that they got nothing 


by it; but that their Liberties are rather 
lefs fecure than before, yet he has not the 
Grace to repent, nor the Gratitude to 
acknowledge our good Intentions. 

We have nor only fhewn the People, 
that this was his Defign; but have fully 
laid open the Difhonefly of his way of 
Reafoning, in attempting to prove, that 
the Prerogative of the Crown is now as 
dangerous to our Liberties as before the 
Revolution. 

His Method of Reafoning was this: 
“ The Point in Difpute, fays Mr D'an- 
vers, ig, Whether all that mifchiewous 


ing the People of England from the Bur- D Kind of Prerogative, which occafioned 


then of any Wars, on Account of foreign 
Dominions. 

Befides, it ought to be confider’d, that 
feveral of the moft material Limitations 
in the Bill of Rights are only Reftraints 
upon the Crown, in Cafe the Parliament 
‘will not give their Confent to the con- 
trary, fo that if the Prince upon the 
‘Throne can find Means to fecure a Par- 
Hiament on his Side, they are no Limita- 
tions at all, therefore the utmoft Care 
ought to be taken to prevent all wndue 
Influence, both without Doors and within. 

I believe even Mr Osborne himfelf will 


not deny, that the Article of Places, in F 


the Difpofition of the King, is confider- 
ably increafed fince the Revolution , and 
therefore if the Crown could not have 
fupported itfelf, without this additional 
Power, which was not then forefecn, the 
Prerogative ought not to have been clipt 
fo far as it really was at that Time. 

But 1 muft ftill infift upon it, againft 
Mr Oshorne, as one third Part of the Le- 
giflature, the whole executive Power, and 
many Branches of the antient Preroga- 
Sive were left in the Crown, at the Revo- 
Iution, the Monarchy would have been 
ftrong enough ; and therefore if any new 
Power, which gives the Crown an Over- 
ballance, hath grown up fince, it ought 
to be reftrain’d. 

This is the true Point in Debate be- 
tween us, and what now lies before the 
Publick for theiy Determination.

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fee nor prevent , (ib. F) he means, that ic 
ig the only lawlefs Prerogatrve a King 
Ought to pollefs; and that is truce: But 
¢ docs not mean, that is the only Power 
4 King of England ought to poflefs, for 
he evidently takes the Word Preragative 
in the Senie every Body underftvod ir, 
as a Power in the King, move than, be- 
fides, oc againft the Law, and then fays, 
the King has xo. fuch Power, but to do 
publick Good in extraordinary Cafes, 
where the Laws cannot poffibly intervene; 
and in that Senfe he is perfe@ly right. 
Thus have I made it evident, in the 
Courfe of thefe Papers, that all the mif- 
ehievous Kind of Prerogative fo loudly 
and juftly complain’d of, in former Times, 
was really abolifh’'d at the Revolution. 
And, 2dly, Ihave thewn Mr D'anvers’s 
Parts to be equal to his Probity, in his 
Attempts to diferace the Revolution, and 
endeavouring to induce the People to 
believe, that all the antient, deflructive 
Prerogative fill fubjifted ; when 'tis, in- 
deed, all taken away and aboli{h'd.

A national Confumption, tor 
Inftance is as Alattcting a Malady as that 
of a fongle Perfon, and a political Fever, 
like a watural One, is apt to throw a falfe 
Appearance of Health in the ¥ace of a 
Country, 1 look upon Corruption as the 
Lyes Venerea of a State, which being a 
f{candalous Difeafe, contraéted by unlaw- 
fal Means, every Body endeayours to hide; 
yet it will fometimes difcover itfelf in 
Ulcersand Blotches : Like the other Lwes, 
itis contagious, and feldem thoroughly 
cared, when got 'toa Head ; but fpreads 
its Effeéts much farther, deftroying the 
Innocent as well as the Guilty.

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The Revolt of the Netherlands, and 
Portugal , nay, the late Revolution in 
England, which hath been often cali’d 
miraculous, was Owing to thefame Caufe. 

To thefe_I cannot forbear adding the 
longand defperate Struggles of the poor - 
Corficans for their Liberties ; and thd’ 
the Genoefe are our Allics, ¥ hope there 
is no Crime in wifhing them Succefs. 

But tho’ De/patr fometimes proves the 
Means of extricating the Opprefs’d, by 
rouzing them up to Vengeance, and arm- 
ing them againft all Events; yer nothing 
can be more ridiculous than for any free 
People to fall into fuch a defponding and 
lethargick State , which, like a Stagna- 
tion of the Blood, is of the moft danger- 
Ous Confequence, tho’ it may be fome- 
times cured, The Romans look’d uponit 
in fo {candalous a Light, that they treat- 
ed all Perfons as Enemies to their Coun- 
try, who defpair'd of the Commonwealth. 

Perhaps it will be ask’d, to what Pur- 
pefe is all this grave Reafoning ? Does it 

ear any Analogy to our Cafe at prefent ?— 
I anfwer, No; God forbid it ever fiould; 


ruption, commouly introduced by Lux- D for then our Liberties will be in the ut- 


ury, and attended with the immediate, 
thio’ perhaps unexpe@ed, Lofs of Liberty. 
I have lately exemplify’d this in the Cate 
of Athens and Rome, who had many dif- 
interefted Patriots, but they were over- 
power'd by § Ambitious and Mercenary--- 
The People too, being debauch’d in their 
Morals, and corrupted with Largeffes, 
were eafily perfuaded that they never 
were in more flourifhing Circumftances ; 
and that the moft flrenuous Affertors of 
their Liberties had no other Defign than 
to thruft themfelyeé into Power. They 
were likewife flatter’d inro a Belief, from 
the glorious Viétories, which they had 
formerly ob‘ain’d, that they were really 
invincible abyoad ; and that their anticne 
Spirit would exert itfelf at home, if their 
Liberties thould ever be attack’d. In shis 
Security, which was call’d no doubt a 
State of Peace and Tranquillity, they 
flumber’d on till it was too late. 

To thefe we may add another Caufe 
of thofe great Revolutions. Defpair often 
makes People fit down contented, and 
patiently expe@& the worft, when the 
Diftemper grows violent, and many Re- 
medies have been try’d in vain, 

But let not Governors (whether Princes, 
or Miniffers) vainly imagine that this is 
always the Cafe; for cven De/peratign 
fometimes infpires Men with fuch an ex- 
traordinary Impulfe of Courage and Re- 
folution, as enables them to overcome 
the greateft Difficulties, and avenge them- 
fclves upon their crucl Oppreflors, 
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moft Peril. But I cannot be fo complai- ’ 
fant as to agree with a certain Hon. Gen- 
tleman and his Advocates, in extolling the 
prefent State of Affairs, and congratula- 
ting ourfelves upon it.—What hath there 
lately happen’d, either at home or a- 
broad, to furnith thefe Gentlemen with

mers of War, Thefe Lofles prodigioufly a- 
lorm’d the Fares; War was declar’d at Con- 
fiantinople with a great deal of Ceremony ; 
and the Mufti gave the People, who began to 
be mutinous, all the Affurance.of Succes ima- 

inable ; However it was thought fit, that the 
Sant Sultan, who was in Prifon, fhould 
die of an Apoplexy foon after his Son;.but. the 
Malecontents will have it, they were popon’d. 
The Turkifo Army under the Grand Vizier, 
marching againft the Rwffians, confilts of 
100,000Men. On the other hand, the Court 
of France, who would not have the Turks too 
much wesken’d, labours with all:her Might 
to reftore Peace between thefe two Powers.— 
Perhaps ’tis from thence reported, that the 
Great Mogul is fending a numerous Army to 
affift the Turks againft the Perfians. 

The Convention between the Emperor and 
France haying been ratify’d, Preparations 
were begun for the Ceffion of Lorrain to 
K. Staniflaus, and for his Journey to Nancy; 
the Dutchefs Dowager requelting to continue 
at Luneville, being unwilling to leave her 
People, who had made a very moving Remon- 
Arance to the D, of Lorrain againtt hisrefign- 
ing them.up to the French Government. 

The Pope’s Affairs feem more diftrefs’q than 
ever: Lhe Kings of Spain and: Naples have 
not only rejected the Satisfaétion offer’d them, 
but the former has order’d the Datary or Pub- 
Tick Office, where all Preferments in Spain 
were fill’d up by the Pope, to be remoyed to 
Madrid, resolving to difpofe of them himfeH 
or the The Spanifh Clergy at Rome 
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are alfo recall’d, and all Perfons who are Spa. 
miards, or even defcended from them to the 
3d Generation. ; 

The Diet of Pacification in Poland has, to 
the inexpreffible Joy of the People, after 
many Difficulties, come toa happy Iflue. Thetr 
Refolutions were draw up in the King’s Pre- 
fence, who did not leave the Throne til] the 
whole was finifh’d: which are — That the 
Amnefty hail not be general, but extend only 
to the Soldiers who can produce their Officers 
Orders for what they have done; others fhould 
be liable to the Law.—That all Confederacies 
made during the late Troubles, fhall be void — 
Commiffioners fhall be appointed to fettle the 
Augmentation of the Crown Army, @c— 
That 200,000 Florins per dun, fhall be grant- 
ed to the Queen, and 2000 Ducats for Pin- 
Money.—T hac the Saxon Troops fhall leave 
Poland in 40 Days.—-That if the prefent Duke 
of Courland leaves noiftye Male, the States of 
that Dutchy fhall chufe a Succeflar.—T hat-far 
the future, the Marfhal of the Chamber of De- 
puties thal be chofe at the Opening the Diet.— 
That they will immediately copfider of Ways 
and Means for efiablifhing the {triéte{t’ Incelli- 
gence with the Emperor, the Court of Rafa. 
and the Ottoman Porte. 

It was only the Title'of Viceroy and Stadt- 
helder General, that the Perfian Army fore’d 
upon Kguli Kan (See p. 358D) —. He de- 
clared it fhould be no Prejudice to the young 
Sophi, and that he was not difpos’d to make 
Peace ‘with the Turks. 

From Genoa, That, according to fome in- 
tercepted Letters, it was the Duke of Ripperda 
whofurnifh’d Bavon Nieuboff wich Money, @c 
and advifed him to undertake the Conquct of 
Corfica. ;
